Arrest Harvey Watson 


for Violating Parole 


Wife Files Complaint 
iCoUHCll 


with Pen Warden Jones 


Watson Said to Have Become Abusive 


at Home Near Keene and Threatened 
to Kill Entire Family--will be Given 
Hearing Today—Had Served but one 
Year of Six-Year Sentence After 
Being Found Guilty of Serious Offense 


Harvey Watson, who was released from the state penitentiary 


about two years ago after serving but one year of a six-year sen- 
tence, was placed -under arrest at his home near Keene Wednesday 
afternoon by Sheriff McDonald and locked up in the county jail, 
charged with violating the terms of his parole. 
Complaint against 


Watson was filed by his wife, Mrs. Youisa Watson, with Warden 
Jones of the penitentiary Wednesday and tha man was promptly 
taken into custody. Warden Jones will be in the city Friday, 
when Watson's case will be investigated and he will probably be re- 
turned to the pen to serve out the remainder of Ms sentence. 


THREATENS TO KILL FAMILY. 


Watson, according to the story told the authorities by his wife, 


has recently become quarrelsome and abusive about the home. He 
objects to the presence of Clarence and Walter Schumacher, sons 
of Mrs. Watson by a former marriage, and has driven the former 
from the home. Last Saturday night, Mrs. Watson states, he arm- 
ed himself with a revolver and threatened to "kill all of them." 
Watson was sentenced to the penitentiary after being found guilty 
of having criminal relations with a step-daughter. After being con- 
fined to the prison for almost one year he was granted a parole, two 
years ago, mainly through the ef orts of his wife and returned to 
the farm near A.eene to live.

ately came to this city to consult 
svith her attorneys, J. M. Gomp- 
ton and C. 0.
